FEDERAL BONDS 
IO SAVE COTTON 


Southern Senators Propose 

Issue of $250,000,000 to 
Take the Surplus Cotton 
Off the Market. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, October 13.—(Special.) 
Senator Hoke Smith will introduce to- 
morrow a bill which senators from the 
cotton-producing states firmly believe 
will settle the present cotton situa- 
tion if adopted by congress. It was 
approved at a meeting of southern sen- 
ators held tonight at the Hotel Coch- 
ran, and represents the culmination 
of all the discussion and proposals 
made up to this time. 

The bill proposes to utiltize the cred- 


it of the federal government to take \ 


6,000,000 bales of cotton off the mar- 
ket at 10 eents a pound, and to dis- 
tribute the sale of this surplus cotton 
over three years, instead of permitting 
it to glut the market during the next 
three months. 

To protect the treasury and make the 
scheme absolutely sound, the taxing 
power of the government is employed 
to limit production next year and to 
raise sufficient funds on the cotton 
that will be grown to reimburse the 
government. 

Amendment to War Measure. 


The advocates of the bill will urge it 
as an amendment to the war revenue 
measure and oppose the adjournment 
of congress until full consideration can 
be given to the south’s problem. 

They believe that there are sufficient 
safeguards in the measure to meet ali 
reasonable objections; that Uncle Sam 
will be given ample security for the 
$250,000,000 of debt he is called upon 
to assume, and that the machinery for 
carrying it into effect is simple and 
workable. 

Senator Vardaman, of Mississippi, and 
Senator Overman, of North Carolina, 
balked at the tax on production, saying 
it should not exceed the amount ab- 
solutely necessary to carry the scheme 
into operation. Others argued that 
unless production was curtailed all re- 
lief measures would absolutely fail. By 
linking the two proposals, a scheme 
that was absolutely sound could be 
worked out, they argued. 

The southern senators recognized the 
weakness of measures which amount to 
an appeal to the national government 
for charity, such as a bond issue to 
buy cotton. 

Sound Business Proposition. 

The Smith bill was -indorsed as a 
sound business proposition which 
would guarantee the treasury against 
loss. 

An appropriation of $1,000,000 is car- 
ried in the bill to enable the secretary 
of the treasury to carry out its provi- 
sions. 

The $250,000,000 of bonds which are 
authorized are to be issued in denomi- 
nations ranging from $10 to $500 and 
shall bear 4 per cent interest. Pur- 
chases of cotton are to be made direct. 
ly from the producer and be paid for in 
bonds. 

The board to conduct the purchases 
is to consist of the secretary of the 
treasury, the secretary of agriculture 
and the postmaster general 

For middling cotton 10 cents a pound 
shall be paid, and more or less fo® 
other grades. The purchases shall be 
made in the state where the cotton is 
grown and shali be prorated as nearly, 
as possible among the states in pro- 
portion to production.

SINGLE TERM PLANK 
OPPOSED BY WILSON 


President Wrote Letter Last 
Year in Regard to the 
Declaration. 


Washington, October 13.—Officials 
close to the white house today ad- 
mitted the truth of reports that Presl- 
dent Wilson had opposed the single- 
term plank of the Baltimore platform 
in a letter written to Representative 
Palmer, of Pennsylvania, last year 
when the subject was being considered 
by the house judiciary committee. It 
was said, however, the letter would not 
be made public. 

The president has never publicly dis- 
cussed the one-term question, but has 
been understood by hig friends to Dbe- 
lieve that there should be no consti- 
tutional restrictions limiting presidents 


to one term. 

Fall campaign plans were discussed 
again today at a meeting of President 
Wilson and his cabinet. Several mem- 
bers of the cabinet have already started 
on campaign tours, and others will 
leave within the next few days. 

Secretary Bryan and other members 
of the cabimet reported that the outlook 
from a democratic standpoint is 
bright.

This embraces the occupation of the 
whole of Belgium, including the coast 
towns, and, if possible, some of the 
northern French ports.

FORCES SENT 
TO STOP GERMANS. 


The Germans are making a simulta- 
neous western advance in southern 
Belgium. Across the border in France 
a whole army corps has occupied Lille. 
Cavalry has been seen as far west as 
Hazebrouck, which is on the railway 
leading to both Calais and Dunkirk. 

French forces have been sent.to cut 
off, if possible, this attempt to reach 
the coast and, according to French of- 
ficial communication issued today, have 
taken the offensive. 

This movement, besides being a men- 
ace to the allies’ left wing, if success- 
ful, would arouse great enthusiasm in 
Germany, as an indication that the 
promised aerial attack against England 
is about to be carried out. Already 
bombs have been dropped on Ostend 
from aeroplanes which, once Germans 
reach the coast, will be within strik- 
ing distamce of the British coast ports 
and even London. 

This new movement promises to 
bring the battle of the Aisne, which 
has been in progress for a month, to a 
The Germans, al- 
though they have brought heavy rein- 
forcements from Germany, and now 
can use at least a part of the troops 
which participated in the siege of Ant- 
werp, are Known to have withdrawn 
many troops from their front along the 
Aisne to reinforce the right wing, 
where they have been striking hard at 
the allies’ left. 


GERMAN ATTACKS 
HAVE FAILED. 


These attacks apparentiy 
with little success, for the French 
claim to have made marked progress 
between Arras and Albert. At the same 
time the withdrawal from the center of 
the German troops engaged has enabled 
the allies to make advances in the 
Berry-Au-Bac district, to the northwest 
of Rheims, and also toward Souain, 
west of the Argonne and north of Mal- 
ancourt, between the Argonne and the 
Meuse. 

Nothing is said in the French offi- 
cial report oz thks fighting around 
Apremont and St. Mihiel, which has 
been very heavy for some time. Here 
the Germang have been making deter- 
mined efforts to maintain their posi- 
tions on the Meuse. 

However, all this is now secondary 
to the battle in the province of Picardy, 
which forms the department of Somme 
and part of Oise, Pas de Calais and 
Aisne. 

The Germans are in complete Posses- 
sion of Antwerp, but it is said some 
of the forts still are holding out, and 
that General DeGuise, Belgian com- 
mander, is there directing the portion 
of the Belgian garrison which occu- 
pies them. There is another rumor, 
however, that General DeGuise is 
among the Belgians who crossed the 
Dutch frontier, and that he is interned 
with the others. 

The big German siege guns used to 
reduce the Antwerp forts already have 
been moved. It is reported they are

RUSSIANS WAIT 
FOR THEIR FOES. 


Of fighting in Galicia, the official re- 
ports from Petrograd and Vienna are so 
directly at variance that there is no 
reconciling them. Vienna says the re- 
lief of Przemys! is complete; Petrograd 
declares the siege is progressing and 
that the Russian artillery is destroying 
all the fortress ,works. 7 

The general opinion is that the Rus- 
sians have withdrawn to a line start- 
ing from Sambor, in Galicia, passing 
through Przemysl, Sandomir and 
Ivangorod and thence to the west of 
Warsaw, roughly, along the San and 
Vistula rivers, where they are waiting 
to meet the advancing Austro-German 
armies on-ground of the Russians’ own 
choosing. The biggest forces are be- 
tween Sandomir ana Ivangorod, the 
center of the German advance. The 
fighting thus far is only %f advance 
guard character, or probably, where the 
Russians are withdrawing, in the na- 
ture of rear guard actions. 

The Germans seemingly are com- 
pletely out of the Suwalki and Lomza 
districts, but the Russians’ advance 
into East Prussia is making little if 
any progress. Probably both are will- 
ing to wait where they are until the 
bigger battle to the south has been 
decided. The Germans, it is said, have 
been surprised by the early winter and 
are suffering severely because not be- 
ing provided with heavy clothing such 
as the Russians have. 

In the sinking of the cruiser Pallada 
by a German suljmarine the Russian 
navy has suffered a somewhat heavy 
loss. Russia has too few ships as it 
is, and the loss of a cruiser of the Pal- 
lada class is of serious consequence. 
Oddly enough, it was another Pallada 
which was among the first ships Rus- 
sia lost at Port Arthur. 

The Montenegrins claim another vic- 
tory over the Austrians to the north- 
east of Sarajevo, capital of Bosnia. 


BOER REVOLT 
IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


While it is known that Colonel Ma- 
ritz, leader of the rebels in South 
Africa, has only a small following, the 
affair is considered unfortunate at 
this moment. Maritz is a Transvaal- 
er who fought in the Boer war, but at 
its conclusion was one of the irreccon- 
cilables who crossed over into German 
territory, where the fought with the 
Germans against the natives. Later he 
returned to British South Africa, se- 
cured an appointment in the police and 
worked his way to the command of 
which he has just been relieved. 

The territory affected by ‘the rebel- 
lious movement is the southern end 
of the Kalahari desert, which is paral- 
lel with the German frontier. There 
are about 12,000 white farmers in that 
district. Their farms are scattered 
widely. 

The action of Maritz has had th@ ef- 
fect of clearing the atmospher¢d in 
South Africa and will compel/ the 
Dutch to choose sides. 

It is believed there that a large ma- 
jority of the people of the country will 
follow Premier Botha, who has taken 
over the command of the army, and 
that Maritz will be put down quickly. 

Turkey has commenced to expel 
Greeks from Heraclea (Eregli), Asta 
Minor. It is reported also that emis- 
saries have left Constantinople to 
preach a holy war against the French 
in Morocco. The Turkish fleet, it is 
rumored, is in the Black sea off Varna, 
not far from the point where the Rus- 
sian Black sea fleet was cruising last 
week. 


Progress Made at Many Points, 


According to French W ar Of f ice 


Paris, October 13.—The official com- 
munication issued by the French war 
department tonight says: 

“With the exception of an advance 
of some importance in the vicinity of 
Berry-Au-Baec (on the center) there is 
nothing to report.” 

The following official announcement 
was given out this afternoon: 

“On our left wing our forces have 
resumed the offensive in the regions 
of Hazebrouck and of Bethune against 
detachments of the enemy composed in 
large part of cavalry coming from the 
front along Bailleul, Bstaires and La- 
bassee. 

“The town of Lille, held by a terri- 
torial detachment, has been attacked 
and occupied by a German army corps. 

“Between Arras and Albert we have 
made notable progress. 

“On the center, also, we have made 
progress in the region of Berry-Au- 
Bac, and we have advanced toward 
Souain, in the west of the Argonne and 
north of Malancourt. 

“Between the Argonne and the 
Meuse, on the right bank of the Meuse, 
our troops who hold the heights of the 
Meuse to the east of Verdun have ad- 
vanced. 

“To the south of the road from Ver- 
dun to Metz, in the region of Apre- 
mont, we have gained a little territory 
on our right, and repulsed a German 
attack on our left. 

“On our right wing, Vosges and Al- 
sace, there has been no change. 

“To sum up, yesterday was marked 
by perceptible progress on the part of 
our forces at various points in the fleld 
of battle. 

“In Galicia the Austrian corps de- 
feated in Galicia are endeavoring to 
reform at a point four kilometers west 
of Przemysl.” 


TURNING MOVE 
BY GERMANS. 


: Paris, October 13.—The efforts of the 
Germans, who are fighting hard to ef- 
fect a turning movement to the norta 
of the long ‘battle line in France con- 
tinue to hold the interest of the ob- 
servers of the war. 

According to an official announce- 
ment, German Cavalry some.days ago 
had advanced in the west as far as 
Cassel (twenty-seven miles northwest 
of Lille). These German forces now, 
however, are said to extend only to 
<n (five miles south of Cas- 
sel). 

If this is true it is believed it will 
lessen German chances of success. This 
section of the war zone continues the 
scene of particularly violent actions, 
the opposing squadrons fighting des- 
perately to gain the slightest advan- 
tage on which so much may depend. 

The Germans are not lessening their 
attempts to find weak spots at other 
points on the battle line. All their ef- 
forts, it is said, are being met suc- 
cessfully by the French and English. 

The latest German flag captured be- 
longed to a regiment stationed at Stet- 
tin. This, according to the French, in- 
dicates the Germans have concentrated 
on thé French frontier forces which 
ordinarily would be assigned to guard 
the Russian border. The Stettin regi- 
ment is remaining where it is, in spite 
of the reported advance of the Russians 
toward the west. 

The withdrawals of the Germans 
from the vicinity of Verdun, as offi- 
cially indicated, has. been’ well received 
by the French. It is taken to show

GERMANS MASS 
NEAR BRUGES, 


London, October 13.—A Times corre- 
spondent in the north of France, under 
date of Monday, reports strong Ger- 
man columns of all arms are passing 
through Bailleul (department of the 
Nord, near the Belgian frontier), in 
the direction of Ypres (in west Flan- 
ders, Belgium, thirty miles southwest 
of Bruges). 

“Around the latter town the Ger- 
mans have concentrated in very large 
numbers,” says the correspondent. 

“German cavalry patrols have been 
seen in Many laces within twenty 
miles of Dunkirk, on the strait of Do- 
ver. These doubtiess are part of a 
screen thrown out to test the strength 
of the allies and mask the movements 
of the German main body. There is 
no doubt that this main body is re- 
treating to the east and northeast. Ap- 
parensey they have not reoccupied 
alle.” 

The Daily Mail correspondent in a 
dispatch dated Sunday from behind the 
French left wing says that’ since 
Thursday conditions for the allies 
changed for the worse, then again for 
the better, and -that the position Sun- 
day was stronger than ever. 

“The fighting around Arras,” says the 
correspondent, “has *"been exceedingly 
severe since last Thursday, and Lens 
has changed hands at least three times 
in aS many weeks. If the Germans 
could succeed in bursting the ring at 
some part their desperate vrogram 
might prevall, but so far they have 
failed, and got their forces hopelessly 
scattered. 

“It would be absurd, however, for 
that reason to say they are negligible. 
On the contrary, they are still capable 
of giving great trouble. Their cavalry 
lies in considerable numbers on the 
eastern flank of Hazebrouck (thirty- 
two miles northwest of Lille) and in 
the country surrounding Orchies (six- 
teen miles southeast of Lille). All 
their scattered forces in this region, 
however, are being slowly but surely 
shepherded in the right direction north- 
east, while the forces threatening Haze- 
brouck are being driven northward.” 


GERMANS MARCH 
TOWARD OSTEND. 


Amsterdam, October 13.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The Germans are now march- 
ing in the direction of Ostend 
and German bicyclists already have 
been seen in the vicinity of Bacloe, 
eleven miles northwest of Ghent, ac- 
cording to a dispatch appearing 
The Telegraaf today. German caval- 
rymen are quite near Bruges. 

The inhabitants of the country west 
of Ghent are fleeing in the direction 
of Ardenburg, and the Germans are 
throwing a pontoon bridge at Selzaete, 
ten miles to the north of Ghent. 

Ghent, which is about thirty-five 
miles east of Ostend, was occupied by 
the Germans Monday after two days of 
fighting near Quatrecht and Melle. 
Cavalrymen appeared at first, but did 
not stay. Later infantry advanced from 
all sides, occupied the Hotel de Ville, 
and camped in the streets.

That this rising was real and danger- 
ous was sufficiently proved by offi- 
cial dispatches from Governor General 
Buxton to the imperial government and 
by the drastic step General Louis Bo- 
tha and his colleagues have taken to 
stamp it out by the imposition of mar- 
tial law in the whole Union of South 
Africa. 

The proclamation of martial law di- 
rectly charges the widespread secret 
propaganda of the Germans with being 
responsible for the seduction of this 
command, which was one of the four 
armies sent in the field when the 
Union government undertook to relieve 
the home government of the task of 
dealing with the German colonies in 
the continent of Africa. 

Germans at Work for Years. 

It apparently is the belief of General 
Botha’s government that others beside 
the immediate command of Colonel 
Maritz may have been affected, hence 
the inclusion of the whole dominion 
in the order establishing martial law. 

British authorities say Germanizing 
factors have been at work for years in 
the frontier districts and have perco- 
lated into southwestern Transvaal and 
other Dutch districts. 

Telegrams from Cape Town declare, 
however, that a majority of the Dutch 
remain absolutely loyal and this seems 
‘hown by resolutions drawn up at an 
emergency meeting of the South Afri- 
can party summoned immediately aft- 
er the news of the rebellion had leaked 
put. The meeting, composed entire- 
ily of Dutch speaking Afrikandos, con- 
demned Maritz in the strongest terms. 
A telegram was dispatched to Premier 
Botha unreservedly offering the serv- 
ces of the Cape Dutch in any capacity 
desired. 

The Dutch 
lished at Cape Town.

Colonel Maritz and calls on the 
Dutch throughout South Africa loyal- 
ly to stand at the back of .the govern-

Rebellion Brewing Some Time, 


The rebellion among the forces of 
the nerthwest cape province has been 
brewing since the resignation of Gen- 
eral Beyers as commander-in-chief of 
the union forces. 

As soon as the government 
this situation it sent Cofonel Brits to 
relieve Maritz of his ¢ommand. Col- 
onel Brits then discovéred that Maritz 
commanded German Aroops as well as 
his own and that he had German guns. 
Maritz, who had been given the Ger- 
man rank of general, had arrested 
those of his officers and men who were 
unwilling to join the Germans and had 
sent them as /risoners of war to Ger- 
man Southwest Africa. 

According to an official. statement, 
an agreement was drawn up between 
Maritz and the governor eof German 
Southwest Africa, guaranteeing the in- 
dependence of the union as a republic, 
ceding Walfish bay and other parts of 
the tunion to the Germans, and under- 
taking that the Germans should in- 
vade the union only if Maritz asked 
them to do so. 

Maritz boasted that he possessed 
large supplies of guns, rifles, ammuni- 
tion and money obtained from the Ger- 
mans and that he would overrun the 
whole of South Africa. 

‘In view of this state of affairs,” 
concludes the official statement, “the 
government is taking most drastic 
steps to quell this rebellion and punish 
all rebels and traitors according to 
their deserts.” 


Maritz Engaged by Germans. 


Solomon G. Maritz fought in the 
Boer war with the rank of comman- 
dant. In the summer of 1904 the ad- 
ministration of German Southwest Af- 
rica was confronted with a rebellion 
of the native Hereroes, and in the early 
part of July Germany admitted her in- 
ability to cope with the movement. She 
asked aid of Great Britain. The Brifish 
government granted Germany permis- 
sion to engage Maritz, who then had 
the title of general, as a military ad- 
viser to General Trotha. Two steam- 
ships conveyed General Maritz, ten 
Boer officers and 500 Boer marksmen 
from Cape Town to Swakopmund, from 
which place they advanced to join the 
zerman forces. 

News dispatches from Berlin in July 
of 1904 related that General Trotha had 
intrusted General Maritz with the con- 
duct of his division against the Here- 
ros. 

Hope was expressed at this time in 
German circles in Cape Town that 
these Boers would remain in German 
Southwest Africa as colonists.

COTTON MAY DELAY

Washington, October 13.—Efforts of 
Southern members of congress to pro- 
cure legislative relief for the cotton 
states aroused considerable doubt to- 
day as to the time of adjournment. 
Democratic leaders would make no pre- 
dictions. 

Representative Underwood, the house 
leader, said the attitude of legislators 
from the cotton states practically had 
made impossible adjournment by next 
Saturday night. 

Considerable progress was made on 
the bill in the senate which agreed 
without a roll call to the proposed in- 
creased tax of 75 cents a barrel on 
beer, cents a gallon on rec- 
tified whiskies, $1 a thousand on 
bank capital and surplus, and the 
amendment eliminating taxes on gas- 
oline and life insurance. Some of the 
proposed stamp taxes also were ap- 
proved, sections relating to proprietary 
medicines, express and freight, tobac- 
co manufacturers and dealers and wines 
being passed over for further consid- 
eration. Action on some of the ad- 
ministrative features also was de- 
ferred, Senator Simmons giving notice 
that he would ask for a night session 
tomorrow.

The state railroad’ commission on 
| Tuesday held the hearings of the peti- 
tion of the Atlantic Coast Line rail- 
road, seeking to/cancel a special rate 
on fertilizer mé@terials in effect from 
' Savannah to Blackshear, and the peti- 
‘tion of the Athens Gas Light and Fuel 
company, Which seeks to make certain 
changes in its rates on gas. Both peti- 
tions wére taken under advisement. 

The’ Atlantic Coast Line has had a 
rate of 60 cents on fertilizer materials 
from Savannah to Blackshear’ since 
1909, this rate being one-half of the 
commission’s rate. For the railroad 
appeared C. McD. Davis, general freight 
agent. For the Blackshear Manufac- 
turing company, opposing the proposed 
change in the rate, appeared Judge 
Spencer Atkinson and A. P. Brantley, 
president of the Blackshear Manufac- 
turing company. 

The petition of the Athens Gas Light 
and Fuel company was without opposi- 
tion, the objections of the city of Ath- 
ens having been removed on Monday 
by councilmanic resolution. The gas 
company seeks to lower its rate to in- 
dividuals in order to encourage an in- 
crease of the list of its subscribers, and 
at the same time to increase its whole- 
sale rate. Out of a list of 1,006 sub- 
scribers rates are proposed to be in- 
creased in but 16 instances. The in- 
dividual consumers’ rate is to be re- 
duced from $1.75 to $1.35 per thousand 
cubic feet.

Neither officers nor men 
of the Gérman army have regard for 
the British army as a fighting ma- 
chine, but they freely admire the pluck 
of the British officers and the rapid 
aw finding ability of British artil- 
ery. ; 

“Judging from what I saw in Berlin, 
that city at this moment holds another 
five or six army corps of able-bodied 
young men attached either to the first 
or second reserve or to the landsturm. 
The same proportionately may be said 
of all the other German cities. Every- 
where I was struck by the boundless 
enthusiasm for war. 

All News Strictly Censored. 


“It is true,” he continued, “that all 
the news is subjected to a severe cen- 
sorship and, therefore, the people do 
not know other than that they are 
winning all along the line. Some more 
sober minds in Germany admit they 
will get hard Knocks, but they have 
no doubt Germany will win. The prev- 
alent opinion is that in view of the 
amount of German blood spilled in 
Belgium that country inevitably will 
cease to exist except as a part of the 
German empire. 

“Holland is regarded as a negligible 
quantity, and it is taken for granted 
that the low countries will of their 
own accord become one of the German 
Bunderstaaten. 

“While there have been 
mercial failures, business is going: on 
as usual. In Berlin there are no un- 
employed crowding the streets. Food 
is cheap and plentiful and it is assert- 
ed there is sufficient on hand for at 
least three years. So far as I can judge, 
Germany is far from being on the 
knee, and we will need every available 
man to down an enemy who is so de- 
termined and whose enthusiasm bor- 
ders on fanaticism.”’ 

An American resident of Berlin who 
also has just arrived in Amsterdam. 
says it is impossible for the people 11 
Germany to estimate the total Ger- 
man casualties. The lists published in 
Berlin give the losses of the Prussian 
army only, while the losses of the Ba- 
varians, the Saxons and the Wurtem- 
bergers are published only in those 
kingdoms.

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AMERICAN BANKERS 
‘MEET IN RICHMOND 


Entry of State Banks Into 
the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem Is Discussed—Com- 
mittee to Take Up Matter. 


Richmond, Va., October 13.—Savings 
banks and trust companies represent- 
ed in the American Bankers’ associa- 
tion, specifically outlined their attitude 
into the nation’s 
new currency system today when they 
recommended that the general: conven- 
tion appoint a committee to confer 
with the federal reserve board over 
changes in the law that would make 
membership more attractive. Several 
speakers at the joint meeting of the 
two sections urged that state banks 
be permitted to enter the new system 
and continue their business along the 
lines it now is conducted. Others con- 
tended that regulations of the reserve 
board should permit examinations by 
officials of regional banks who under- 
Stood local conditions. It also was 
asserted that unless there were changes 
in the law state banks entering the 
System might face a conflict between 
State and federal examiners. 

Committee Is Named. 

The appointment of a committee to 
confer with the federal reserve board 
Was proposed by Sol Wexler, of New 
Orleans. Immediately it was adopted 
by the joint meeting, and tonight the 
gavines banks section committee was 
named for submission to the general 
convention, which will decide on 
Thursday whether it will approve the 
plan. 

Several of the 
tended that chanees in the law would 
be necessary agreed, however, that 
their participation would be desirable 
to bring about a unified currency sys- 
tem. 

Breckinridge Jones, president of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust company, of 
St. Louis, who urged that the new 
system's regulations permit of bank ex- 
aminations, asserted he had entire con- 
fidence that the reserve board would 
develop a satisfactory administration. 
J. F. Sartori, retiring president of the 
savings bank section. declared that it 
was the duty of the banks to extend 
their support to the new currency plan 
“with the hope that the ultimate re- 
sult will be an effective banking sys- 
tem suitable in all respects to all the 
needs of this great nation.” 

Approved Wexler Plan. 


The trust company section which 
had approved the Wexler plan in the 
joint session referred it to the execu- 
tive committee to name a sub-com- 
mission which it was said would act in 
co-operation with any committee the 
general convention might name or take 
up the proposed changes independent- 
ly. Members; of the savings bank 
section to be recommended for _ ap- 
svointment on the committee are W. E. 
peg of New York, new president of 
the section; R. C. Stevens, of South 
Bend, and B. F. Saul, of Washington. 

Bankers of several cities sent letters 
to the meeting of the two sections out- 
lining their attitude toward the new 
system. A. G. Hemphill, president of 
the Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York. wrote that, “I feel certain that 
the trust companies will co-operate 
with the various regional banks so as 
to make the whole system a complete 
success.” He added, however, that the 
“broad law recently adopted by the 
state of New York will, in my opinion, 
revent the trust companies organ- 
zed under the laws of that state be- 
coming members of the federal reserve 
system until the federal reserve act is 
amended along similar liberal lines.” 

A. Barton Hepburn, chairman of the 
Chase National Bank of New York, 
wrote that “it may be helpful, rather 
than otherwise, 
state banks refrain from joining at 
the outset and give the managers a 
little time to get the new system into 
good working order.” 

No Rigid Requirements. 

H. Parker Willis, secretary of the 
reserve board, who spoke to the joint 
session as a financial] editor, contended 
there were no rigid requirements in 
the new law to bar the entry of state 
banks into the system. 

The association’s sections practically 
completed their work tonight for the 
beginning of the general convention 
tomorrow. In the clearing house sec- 
tion exercise of the clearing function 
by reserve banks, and the clearing of 
exchange items among those institu- 
tions’ was discussed. Secretary Wolfe, 
of the section, read from tentative

Warrant Seed Being 
Disposed of. 


John T. Whliams, 
Georgia State Agricultural society, 
submits the following gross and net 
figures on cotton seed products, which 
are in the nature of food products, and 
advises that farmers hold their cotton 
seed until there is a better price for 
the products: 

“I see from the papers that a great 
deal is being said about the price be- 
ing paid for cotton seed. 

“The oil mill is one of the greatest 
helps to the cotton planter in turning 
his seed into food for man and beast, 
and at the present time it is about the 
only product we have bringing ready 
cash to the farmer. 

“Having made inquiry from several 
of the best manufacturers, I beg to 
submit the following as the actual re- 
sults being obtained today from a ton 
of cotton seed: 

“Forty-one gallons of oil. 

“Eight hundred and sixty pounds of 
7 1-2 per cent meal. 

“Five hundred and seventy pounds 
of hullls. 

“Eighty pounds of lint. 

“Il am informed by both mill and 
dealer that cotton oil is worth today 
$1 cents per gallon; prime 7 1-2 per 
cent meal $21 per.ton; hulls $4 per ton,

“All newspaper articles I have seen 
based on imaginary results from 
the crushing of a ton of seed, and do 
not take into account the cost of buy- 
ing, freight and manufacturing. 

“The European war may put up the!

oil, meal and hulls, because they can 
be bought today for less money than 
for ‘several years past. 

“Tnasmuch as the mills are not able 
to sell the products at a price that au-' 
thorizes a price for seed that we think 
they are worth, would not be better for 
farmers to hold the seed until these 
products advance? 

“For several years we have ex- 
changed a ton of seed for 1,700.pounds 
of meal, and since we can get that’ 
exchange today it would be profitable 
our farmers to exchange as usual.

There- 
fore, we can expect renewed activity 
in field and factory for internal needs 
and internal commerce.”

Texas in Favor of Law 


To Cut 


Harvie Jordan Writes of 
Results of Cotton Asso- 


ciation’s Campaign. 


Great enthusiasm in favor of legis- 
lation to control next season's cotton 
output in Texas is the result of the 
whirlwind campaign to this end which 
Harvie Jordan, president of the South- 
ern Cotton association, and his fellow- 
committeemen have been conducting 
in Texas. 

Details of this campaign are given 
in the following letter from Mr. Jordan 
to The Constitution: 

Dallas, Texas, October 12, 1914. 

Editor Constitution: With ten speak- 
ers in the field we have just closed our 
first week of a whirlwind campaign 
on the cotton reduction situation in 
this state. We have addressed large 
mass meetings of farmers in sixty of 
the cotton-growing counties in Texas, 
and have secured splendid results by 
arousing sentiment in favor of con- 
trolling the production of cotton in 
1915 by legislative enactment along 
the lines advocated by the Southern 
Cotton association at the New Orleans 
cotton convention on September 29-30. 
The farmers in al] the meetings held 
the past week have expressed them- 
selves as being ovrwhelmingly “in fa- 
vor of drastic state legislation to con- 
trol the production of cotton in 1915. 

Letters and telegrams coming to mé 
daily from the other cotton states in- 
dicate the same sentiment. It is the 
universal opinion among the growers 
all over the south that agreements to 
control the production of cotton by 
pledges or promises will meet with 
absolute failure, and only tend to 
make existing conditions worse. 

Meetings Throughout Belt. 

Mass meetings were held all over 
the cotton belt of ‘Texas Saturday to 
give expression of the people on the 
question of legislation. Many counties 
voted to pass a law to eliminate the 
production of cotton entirely for 1915— 
while other counties voted for a law 
to prohibit the productionto one- 
fourth or one-half of the amount of 
cotton raised in 1914. The Texas leg- 
islature now in session will actively 
take up the matter this week, and we 
feel confident of securing the passage 
of a law which will meet the situation, 
with the express proviso that such law 
passed in this state will become op- 
erative when a similar law has been 
enacted in all the other cotton-grow- 
ing states. 

We are making the fight here first, 
because Texas is the largest cotton 
state in the south and we feel that 
Texas should take the lead and pave 
the way for the other states. 

28,500,000 Bales on Hand. 

The statistica] situation shows that 
there is now on hand, in this and for- 
eign countries, 28,500,000 bales of raw 
cotton, and that the present limited ca- 
pacity of the cotton mills, due to the 
Muropean war, will not be able to con- 
sume more than 14,000,000 Dbales in the 
next twelve months. This would leave 
on hand and unconsumed on Septem- 
ber 1, 1915, at least 14,006,000 bales of 
raw cotton, or enough for the year 
1916, provided the European war con- 
tinues. With this condition facing the 
south, it would be, in my opinion, finan- 
cial suicide to plant any cotton at all 
in 1915. There will be a continuing 
and increasing demand for food stuffs 
all over the world for the next two 
or three years, and we should raise 
food supplies and stop growing cotton 
until we are in sight of exhaustion of 
present supplies of raw cotton. 

The only solution of the present 
crisis lies in the enactment of such 
legislation as will effectually control 
the production of cotton in 1915, and 
the growers want this legislation and 
should be aided to that end by the 
press and the business interests gener- 
ally. All other plans so far proposed 
will be unavailing and will ultimately 
make the sjtuation worse. 

Fight Througheut Dixie. 

We intend to press forward this 
campaign into every state in the south 
until some positive and definite action 
has been taken to protect the cotton-

A Funeral in 


1879 


‘I attended a funeral once in Pickens county. A funeral is not usually a 
Cheerful object to me unless I could pick the subject. Still this funeral was 
particularly sad. ft was a ‘‘one gallus’’ fellow, whose breeches struck him under 
the armpits, and hit him at the other end about the knee. They buried him in 
the midst of a marble quarry. They cut through solid stone to make his grave, 
and yet a little tombstone they put above him was from Vermont. They buried 
him in the heart of a pine forest, and yet the pine coffin was imported from 
Cincinnati. They buried him within touch of an iron mine, and yet the nails in 
his coffin and the iron in the shevel that dug his grave came from Pittsburg. 
They buried him beside the best sheep-grazing country on earth, and yet the 
wool in the coffin-bands, and the coffin-bands themselves, were brought from the 
north. The south did not furnish a thing on earth for that funeral but the 
corpse and the hole in the ground. They buried him in a New York coat, a Boston 
pair of shoes, a pair of breeches from Chicago, and a shirt from Cincinnati.”

Cotton Situation as Seen 
By Our Correspondents 


Change the Rental Basis. 

Editor Constitution: Desiring to impress 
the producers of cotton with the importance 
of curtailing the cotton acreage, and to 
emphasize the importance and necessity for 
so doing, I wish to offer a suggestion, which 
I deem sensible and appropriate at the pres- 
ent time. 

It is to place the rental consideration on 
a currency basis, i. @, 80 much cotton, or 
its equivalent in cash. 

Seventy-five per cent or more of the cot- 
ton produced in Georgia is made by the 
tenant class or renters, who pay an acreage 
of 1,000 pounds of middling lint cotton per 
one-horse farm. e 

Change the custom, enabling him to real- 
ize its equivalent in cash from any crop or 
product he can find sale for. 

Each town in the cotton-growing region 
should provide a market for cash, for the 
surplus of any crop Offered. 

So long as the lint cotton is required, the 
tenant will feel obliged to make up in 
quantity what the cotton lacks in value. 

A crop of all corn or all anything else 
would be as disappointing as all cotton. 
The renter has to support his family, pay his 
fertilizer and doctors’ bills, 
Six-cent cotton cannot 


store account, 
mule and land rent. 
pay them. 

There is little prospect or probability that 
the conditions will be any better in the 
near future. 

Having a crop of cotton of the magni- 
tude of the present is unfortunate—adding 
to it a crop of even half the size will be a 
calamity. 

It is the business of the people to provide 
against over-production of cotton, substi- 
tuting food crops, grain and grass; and stock 
to eat it. 

It is useless and childish to look for 
government assistance or to try to tax or 
make laws to fit the case. It is impossible 
to legislaté morals or economy into people. 
It is largely a question of individual re- 
sponsibility—the solution of which is de- 
pendent upon a spirit and purpose of gen- 
eral co-operation.

Asks “Why Not Stop Picking?’ 
Editor Constitution: It is suggested that 
the acreage be cut 50 per cent next year 


in order to get a good price for what we 
have made this year. Why not cout the 
crop in half now? Most of us have picked 
half of our crop. Why not all the governors 
of cotton-growing states call the legislatures 
in extra session and pass a law prohibiting 
more cotton being picked after October 
It seems to me that is the quickest way 
out of our trouble. It is estimated that we 
will make about 15,000,000 bales. At 6 cents per 
pound this would be $450,000,000. But if we 
would all quit picking October 20 we would 
have, say, 7,000,000 bales picked. That 
amount, at sixteen cents, would be $560,000,- 
000. Anyone can see at a glance what we 
would save. 

If it is unconstitutional to pass a law 
to stop picking, then it would be unconsti- 
tutional to pass a law. prohibiting the farm- 
ers from planting only a given number of 
acres.

As to Staying on the Farm. 

Editor Constitution: Your editorial, “Stay 
on the Farm,” is good, but I fear you do 
not fully appreciate the condition of the 
farmers at this time. There is no denying 
your advice as to the necessity as well as 
time to change from cotton to grain, hog 
and cattle raising; but are you aware of the 
stubborn fact that the average farmer is not 
prepared for such a change? It will require 
no small amount of money to buy seed, if 
you but Knew it, and as to taking on the 
hog and cattle end of it with most of us, 
it is simply out of the question on anything 
like a scale from which quick reSults and 
profits could be realized. Not all, if any, of 
the tenant, farmers can pay for their year’s 
“supplies. Then, in heaven’s name, how 18 
he to raise the money necessary to sow 
anything like a reasonable crop of grain? 
The time, as you say, for “grain planting” 
is now, and the majority of the farmers are 
wholly unprepared for it. From the farm- 
er’s viewpoint the situation is gloomy in- 
deed. 

Of all the solutions offered as 
1915 cotton crop, I think that of Mr. Harvie 
Jordan the only one that will pull the 
southern cotton planter out of the hole he is 
now in; that is, to devise some plan to 
eliminate cotton entirely in the south and 
put the world on notice that this will be 
done. Then you will see the price of cotton 
advance at once. 

In conclusion, I must say that the fight 
you have made for us has been a grand one 
and should be, and is, appreciated by all.

Buy Seed to the South. 

Editor Constitution: Tell your farmers to 
buy all wheat, oats, rye and barley that are 
grown south of them and never north of 
them. Seed from the south of them will 
come off in the spring and generally escape 
the dry spell in May. The further north you 
get your seed, the later it will mature, and 
often the crop is ruined in May and June 
by dry weather. Such seed from the far 
north will not stand up, but will crawl on 
the ground. Seeds for winter crops should 
be bought from the south of you, if pos- 
sible. Those for summer crops grow faster 
and better bought from the north of you. 
Much depends upon the seed you sow.

Editor Constitution: Inquiry into present 
cotton conditions prompts the following 
conclusions: Cotton producers do not grasp 
the real situation. No effort yet put forth 
to relieve matters is sufficently compre- 
hensive or effective. The fault is we either 
begin at the wrong end of the proposition 
or work on a scale altogether too limited. 

Now, what is the matter? The European 
war has arrested the demand for cotton. It 
is not so much that it has interfered with 
the ultimate cotton consumption as_ that 
it has upset the money market and stifled 
the flow of crop moving currency. The 
south enjoys only short-term credit, the 
term expiring with. the maturing of the 
cotton crop. Without continuous or long- 
term credit and in the absence of a crop- 
moving currency, the situation amounts to 
no demand for cotton. The elements of 
commerce are supply, demand and distribu- 
tion. The absence of* either removes the 
possibility of trade. None of the plans pro- 
posed will supply the missing element, which 
in this case is clearly “demand.” 

The present crisis must be met by cre- 
ating and stimulating the demand for cot- 
ton. It is as much the province of the 
producer to create demand as to create sup- 
ply. All intelligent producers recognize the 
necessity of doing this. But right here 1s 
where our farm education is at fault. We 
have learned to grow two bales of cotton 
where one grew before, but not to use two 
bales where we used one before. 

Exerting no influence upon 
for our product we are at the mercy 
parties controlling this demand. What co- 
operative or systematic efforts have farmers 
made to develop a demand for cotton”? 

Why not appeal to our own brain 
ingenuity, rather than to congress or any~ 
where else? There is no distress at all, but 
rather an opportunity. Half the money 
spent in trips to Washington on begging 
tours, if offered as bonuses, would disclose 
new uses for cotton that would take up the 
present crop. We will get no relief except 
by consuming the cotton. Let those of us 
who really mean to do something construct- 
ive raise a.fund of a million or two dollars 
to be given as prizes for the discovery 
new uses for cotton and to make them 
popular. Were this done the uttermost 
ends of the earth would be scoured and a 
consumption of three times the present crop 
would be found. Then let the south make 
25,000,000 bales of 1915 cotton, market it at 
a good price and enrich her coffers with the 
proceeds thereof. That’s progress; 10,000,000 
bales can be made into crossties combining 
the resiliency of wood with the lasting 
qualities of concrete and steel. Georgia cot- 
ton ceiling can be made as popular as Geor- 
gia yellow pine ceiling. Cotton traces will 
serve as well as iron ones. The new uses 
are countless. 

This is the south’s opportunity and south- 
ern intelligence is on. trial. If she can but 
rise to the dignity of the occasion the war 
is a God-send that will make the annual 
increase of her wealth a hundred-fold.

Hard as is Belgium's fate this year, when 
two million soldiers were fighting for stand- 
ing room in it at one time, it is nothong 
out of the ordinary. For a thousand years 
Belgium has been the door mat before 
France and Germany, and the soldiers of a 
dozen nations have wiped their feet on it 
as they passed over. 

The Romans began it by chasing out the 
Belgae. When Clovis, the Frankish king, 
died his sons fought over his kingdom, and 
pretty nearly everyone in the Belgian coun- 
try got stepped on during hostilities. The 
country prospered under Charlemagne, for 
he was an old home boy, the greatest citi- 
zen produ@ed by Belgian soil. But after 
Charlemagne died, the real trouble began. 

Belgium was expanded until it covered 
Alsace, Lorraine, Holland and Normandy, 
and was then chopped up into fragments. 
It was given away piecemeal to dukes, 
barons, noble ladies and adventurers. A 
bishop got hold of it. His daughter married 
the king of Austria, and gave her country 
to him. Later it was married into Spain. 
England conquered it from Spain. 
grabbed it twice. Holland revolted and at- 
tacked it. France and Austria puiled .and 
hauled at its provinces for a century. It 
was impossible to raise a crop of cabbages 
without having it squatted upon by an army

Find More Ways for Using Cotton. 

Editor Constitution: Much has been said 
amd written about the over-production of 
cotton as being responsible for the evil con- 
ditions that now confront us. 

Curtailment is one remedy, 
must be uniformity of action

Can this be accomplished, and how? Let

But that’s not all that can be done by 
these organizations. They can greatly aug- 
ment the consumption of raw cotton. When 
the machinery of these organizations is put 
in operation, contracts can be made with 
the southern cotton mills to manufacture a 
Suitable covering made of all cotton for 
every bale of raw cotton that may be pro- 
duced, not only for next year, but for an 
indefinite time. Cotton bagging has been 
used and found satisfactory for this pur- 
pose, although the small quantity manufac- 
tured was much inferior to what can be 
made when the mills taking the contracts 
will be authorized by profits to adapt their 
machinery to its manufacture for an indefi- 
nite period of time. If 15,000,000 bales of 
cotton require six yards to sufficiently cover 
each bale it would require 90,000,000 yards 
to supply the demand for this year’s crop. 
This, in turn, would require several million 
bales of cotton.

And there are industries 
in the south who would use cotton bags 
and sacks if they could buy them when 
wanted. The everybody-buy-a-bale-of-cotton 
to have and to hold for better values, and 
all the other concerns agreeing to use noth- 
ing but cotton, would create consumption. 
Consumption would create demand and de- 
mand would create prices and prices would 
create prosperity; and thus, in a continuous 
circle, would it go round and round until 
such a thing as a surplus would be a thing 
of the past.

American trade methods addressed the 
assemblage of prominent manufac- 
turers, advising them how best they 
might promote a South American mar- 
ket for their wares. 

‘C. L. Chandler, foreign trade agent 
of the Southern railway and allied 
lines, at the morning session, stressed 
the importance of southern manufac- 
turing agents learning how to speak 
Spanish, if they desired to extend their 
trade into South America. The merit 
of Mr. Chandler's suggestion was rec- 
ognized at once, and put into effect in 
the form of the following resolution, 
introduced by Frank E. Lowenstein, of 
Norris, Incorporated, Atlanta, urging 
the teaching of Spanish in the schools 
of the eity and state. 

Spanish in Schools. 

Resolved, That this conference 
recommends to the boards of edu- 
cation in southern cities, aS weil as 
to those in charge of commercial 
schools, that wher the study of 
Spanish has not icenhy been intro- 
duced, it be made an important 
part of the curriculum of the 
high schools and academies of the 
south, and that the mefric system 
and the study of commercial ge- 
ography of South and Central 
America be given especial atten- 
tion. 

Resolved, further, That we recom- 
mend to the faculties and the trus- 
tees of colleges and universitales in 
the south that thev give more at- 
tention to the study of the Span- 
ish language and literature, as well 
as to the resources, commerce and 
finance of South and Central 
America,’ * ' ’ 

Resolved, further, That this con- 
ference request the department of 
commerce to furnish its literature 
on Latin America to the schools, 
colleges.and boards of education of 
the south, and that they be re- 
quested to take up actively the 
question of having Spanish studied 
in the schools.

PINK BOLL WORM 
LATEST MENAGE 


Enemy Fully as Destruc- 
tive as Boll Weevil Is 
Headed This Way—Wor- 


sham to Investigate. 


An enemy to cotton, almost, if not 
quite, as dangerous as the boll weevil, 
has just made its first actual appear- 
ance in a southern cotton field. 

Thig pest, known as the pink boll 
worm, and evidently brought here from 
Egypt, has made its first appearance in 
a southern cotton field. near Madison, 
Fla., according to State Entomologist 
KE. Lee Worsham, who left Atlanta last 
night for that place, where he will 
meet Dr. W. D. Pierce, of the United 
States bureau of entomology, for the 
purpose of investigating the matter 
and deciding what steps should be 
taken to control it. 

sefore leaving the city Mr. Worsham 
stated that unless the ravages of the 
pink boll. worm are controlled imme- 
diately, it is liable to spread and cause 
even more serious destruction than any 
of the pests which have yet attacked 
the southern cotton crop. Mr. Wor- 
sham was evidently alarmed over the 
reports coming from Madison. 

When this pest gets into a crop, Mr. 
Worsham said, it destroys fully one- 
half of it, and while it does not spread 
in the same persistent manner as does 
the boll weevil, its actual destruction 
is more extensive. 

May Declare Quarantine. 

Information was received only on 
Tuesday that the pink boll worm had 
been discovered in a forty-three acre 
tract of coggon near Madison, PMla., and 
as soon as it was communicated to 
Washington a representative was or- 
dered there at once. On account of the 
proximity to Georgia, Mr. Worsham 
considered it imperative that he go 
and look into conditions in this cotton 
field. 

If the facts turn out as reported, it is 
said, it may be imperative, for the pro- 
tection of Georgia, to declare a quar- 
antine against Florida cotton seed and 
to prohibit any shipments of seed into 
this state. 

The pink boll worm, it is said, evi- 
dently came into this country from 
Meypt. It has been brought in from 
time to time in Egyptian seed, but has 
been prevented from getting into the 

otton fields by the burning of the in- 
fected which always comes in 
under strict quarantine regulations. 
It has also been Known to come in in 
seed found in bales of Egyptian cotton. 
The Egyptians use rolling gins, as a re- 
sult of which sometimes several hun- 
dred seed escape and are packed in a 
bale. The larva of the pink boll worm 
is found in the seed, but up to date 
stringent observance of the quarantine 
regulations has prevented it from get- 
ting into any of the cotton fields of 
the south.

destroy 50 per cent of a cotton crop 
under average conditions. A large per- 
centage of the squares and bolls” are so 
injured that they drop off. A single 
lock of a cotton boll may be infested, 
as a result of which the remaining 
locks are opened prematurely and bear 
poor cotton, the staple being short and 
kinky. Inside the boll the larva stains 
ali the white cotton. Certain Egyp- 
tian varieties are dark and are not so 
readily injured. Its attack also results 
in a low percentage of germination 
of seed. In 1913 it is estimated that 
the pink boll worm did more damage 
in Egypt to the cotton crop than all 
other pests combined. 

Another serious problem in 
tion with its appearance is that it 
tacks other plants than cotton. The 
larvae live in the seed for seven 
months and may be rapidly spread by 
seed shipments. This pest was discov- 
ered in India in 1843, an@is found now 
in all cotton-growing countries in the 
Orient and in Africa.

CONTROLS CONVENTION 


Washington Hears Carranza- 
Villa Differences Will Be Set- 
tled at Aguas Calientes. 


Washington, October 13.—Official re- 
ports to the state department reiter- 
ated today that a spirit of harmony 
prevailed at the convention at Aguas 
Calientes, Mexico. Motions by Villa 
delegates are being seconded by dele- 
gates ‘from other divisions, represent- 
ing Carranza more particularly. 

Thus far the important problem of 
the convention—the formation of a pro- 
visional government—has not been 
reached in the discussions. Generals 
Antonio Villareal and Eduardo Hay are 
being mentioned prominently as candl- 
dates for the provisional presidency. 
Both are Carranza supporters, but the 
Villa faction hitherto has insisted that 
no military man should be eligible. 

General Lucio Blanco left the con- 
vention yesterday for Mexico City to 
take charge of his troops, who were 
being harrassed by Zapata forces. 

Two representatives of Governor 
Maytorena, of Sonora, have arrived at 
the convention.

Atlantic conference, composed 
trans-Atlantic steamship lines, if 
vested of one of its business features, 
declared by the government to be ob- 
noxious, is not a combination in re- 
straint of trade and competition under 
the Sherman anti-trust law, 
to a decision today by the 
States district court. Against 
business feature—the operation of the 
so-called “fighting ships’’—an injunc- 
tion is issued. 

The government filed suit 
the conference in January, 1911, 
ing for its dissolution. Under the 
cision today the government has not 
prevailed in the main part of its case, 
as the court’s decree without costs to 
the defendants dismisses al] of the 
goverment’s prayers, except the one al- 
luding to the “fighting ships.” 

Government attorneys announced 
late today that an appeal from the de- 
cision here would be taken to the 
United States supreme court, 

“The fighting ships’ were vessels 
which the North Atlantic conference 
put into operation to compete with 
ships used by lines not in the con- 
ference to carry steerage passengers 
at rates under those charged by the 
conference. 

“This seems clearly to be within the 
prohibition of the Sherman act,” de- 
clares the court, 

“The testimony 
that any of the defendants have 
charged excessive or exorbitant rates 
for the tr: ansportation of passengers of 
any class.’ 

The decree holds that the main sub- 
ject matter of the

According to the recommendation of 
the time and place committee, which 
was adopted Tuesday after slight dis- 
cussion, the next convention will be 
held at Los Angeles, July 21 to 28, 1915. 
The recommendation was opposed by 
Dr. W. T. Moore, of Eustace, Fla., one of 
the most venerable ministers of the Dis- 
ciples, on the ground that Los Angeles 
was so far away that many in the east 
would be prevented from attending. It 
had been generally understood, how- 
ever, that the 1915 convention was to 
be at Los Angeles, the convention hav- 
ing indorsed this in 1912 and 1913, and 
the recommendation of the time and 
place committee, was, therefore, adopt- 
ed in its entirety.

EPIDEMIC OF DISEASE 
MENACES BATTLE LINE 


Major Seaman Says Men in 
Trenches Can’t Observe 
Sanitary Rules. 


London, October 13.—(11:45 p. m.)— 
An epidemic of disease threatens the 
battle line in the western theater of 
operations, according to Major Louis 
Seaman, of the United States army, an 
expert in military sanitation and sur- 
gery, who arrived today from France. 

The men living in the trenches are 
unable to observe the ordinary sani- 
tary rules and take and retake each 
other’s ground, said Major Seaman. 
Heretofore good weather has favored 
both sides, but now the nights. are 
growing cold. Bs 

The major visited all the hospitals 
and said that dysentery and pneumo- 
nia are prevalent. Many wounded sol- 
diers are dying of infection, due main- 
ly to a wounds and to delay in 
applying first aid. Many are left two 
or three days on the battlefield with- 
out attention. 

The Paris hospitals are doing excel- 
lent work, said Major Seaman, par- 
ticularly the American hospital. There 
is plenty of room in Paris now, as the 
wounded are being moved south.
